Makim Gorky Takes Leave of His
. Family.

DEPORTED PLACE UNKNOWN

Inhumanity of the Russian Nabobs and
Rulers Exemplified in ua Circum-
stance. of Cruelty and Shame

Unequalled in History.

New York, Feb. 28.—Maxim Gorky,
who was released from prison yester-
day and Immediately rearrested, has
acconding to St. Petersburg dispatches
to the New York American, been es-
corted by government agents to Rign
The author told his friends who gath-
ered ag the rallway station that he
wanted to go to the Crimea, but the
government refused his request.

Mme. Gorky, with her young son
was awalting his arrival at home when
she was called by telephone late in
the evening. An unknown person sald
to her:

“Gorky will leave the Warsaw sta-
tion for some unknown destination at
10:15."

“Thank God;” exclaimed Mme
Gorky, “1 will go immediately.”

Bummoning a sleigh she carried her
alling son and hurried to the station.
The suthor was there with eight of
his friends and two government
agents,

The boy kissed his father's hand re.
peatadly, while Gorky's friends crowd.
ed about the family group crying af-
fectionately: “Alexander Michaelo-
ovich, we congratulate you.”

Save for Gorky's family and the
group of friends there was no dem
onstration.

To a correspondent, Gorky said:

“I want 1o’ thank you and all the
world for the sympathy expressed to
mﬂ

“Where are you going—abroad™

“You don't imagine” Gorky an-
swered, “that the government will let
me go abroad? 1 am going to Riga,
on the Baltie.”

“Is your health better?”

“Thank God,” he answered, “it might
be worse.”

He sald this cheerily, and with a
loud laugh. *

“No,” he answered. "1 only want a
rest. My friends’ kindness [s itsell
curative. I wanted to go to the Crimea
where the climate is warm, bot the
government won't allow me to go thare
or to Moscow.”

In the midst of an affectionate Jeave
taking from his wife, sons and friends
the train bell rang a last warning
Gorky shook hands all areund, kissed
his wife, lifted up little Maxim, kissed
him on both cheeks and then steppe
in the car, white his wife sobbed
quietly and his son screamed, “Good-
bye. papa: goold-bye.”

Hudson River is a Solid Mass of
lce.

TRYING TO CUT A CHANNEL

A Large Gang of Men Employed in
Cutting a Channel Through the
River so Steamboats Can Pass
Through to Get Supplies.

‘“New York, Feb, 28—For the first
time in many years the Hudson rive
i so tightly lce-bound that powerful
tugs are unable to force thelr way uj
to Rockinnd lake, where are located
the great lce houses which supply this
clty.

All other measures failing, the com-
piny owning the storehouses has a
large gang of men engaged In the stu-
pendous task of cutting a channel
through the lce from off Hastings
which now marks the head of naviga-
tion, to Rockland lake, a distance of
over ten miles. The channel Is being
made 100 feet, through lee which Is
two feet and more thick, Tugs steam
up and down the channel night and
day tw keep it from freexing over
ngaln.

Two hundrel men are at work and
it is expected that the channel will be
cut to Rockland lake at the end of
the week. The men are alded ln theh
work by a tug designed for lce break-
ing.
